Bismarch’s Re of His Interview 

Bismarck’s officiai report to King William, 
dated Douchery, 2d inst., recites at length 
the interview held with the French Emperor 
at Sedan, which iasted foran bour. Napo- 
leon sought better conditions in the matter 
of capitulation than had been offered at first 
by the Germans. On this, a military point, 
* Bismarck refused discussion, but announced to 

the Emperor that he was quite willing aod 
‘weady to discuss the questions lookiag to 
peace. The Emperor replied that as he was a 
prisoner that was impossible, but referred 
the Count to the actual government at Paris. 
Bismarck said the situation at Paris offered 
no entering point for such overtures. The 
Emperor then proposed that the French 
army be allowed to pass the Beigian fron- 
ther, and there surrender their arms. 
This was also refused. The Emperor 
stated further that he deplored the horrors 
of the war, but taat be had yielded wholly to 
public optmion in declaring war. Bismarck 
accompanied the Emperor to Bellevue, where 
General Wimpfien was at that time negotia- 
ting with King William relative to the capitu- 
fation. The Empéror was not allowed to see 
the Kieg until the negotiations for the sur- 
gender‘were concluded. When these were 
annousced, they destroyed the Empe- 
gor’s hope for better terms. The French offi- 
cere were then dismissed on parole.

Indeed, 
ForNEY’s paper, the Press, at Philadel- 
phia, rapped him over the knuckles for not 
having acted more expeditiously than even 
the electric telegre ph gave him time for, and 
for not having shot down the empire on the 
spot without waiting to hear from Wash- 
ington. He was pointed to a similitude of 
such action in the case of the American 
Minister to France in 1848, who, not hay- 
irg the advantage of electricity, acknowl- 
edged the lic ot Lamartine & Co.

4nd so Mr. WASHBURNE was floating 
on asea of glory. Without any previous 
sopportunity of distinguishing himeelf, he 
surged wildly into the prominence of be- 
ing the first to recognize the Republic, and 
he quaffed dowp-his swelling bogom the 
praises of Repubiicans 41 over Europe 
and America. Not a shadow spread itself 
over his sublime self-satistaction, save that 
passing shot from the Press, that he had 
done right but not soon enough, until a 
day or two ago, when the Government at 
Long Branch took the ague by but a 
single day’s visit to the marshes of the 
Potomac. The reader of our special from 
Washington yesterday morning must 
have felt sorry fer Mr. W asHBURNE as well 
as inquisitive as to what special light Mr. 
Fisu had received trom Europe. We were 
told in this dispatch that Mr. WasHsuRNE 
was below par in governmental consider- 
ation; that he had been too hasty, too 
wild, too undiplomatic in his recognition 
of the new order of thingsin Paris. This» 
we ere told, was “distasteiul to Mr. Fisa 
and also to the President, neither of whom 
hed any desire to be swift in the 
recognition of the French Republic.”

He must interpret the 
as the expressien of the “heads 
I win, tails you lose” genius of the Gov- 
ernment wh.ch hovers between Long 
Branch and Washington. Let us contem- 
plate bis following the example of Napo- 
LEON the IIL., and prepare to exclaim, It I 
cannot shine in the Republicanism of 
Europe, I lay my commission at the teet of 
your Majesty ot Long Branch!

The 
Philadelphia North American, in commen:ing 
upon the subject, says: 

When discussing the features of the nev cur- 
rency and funding bills, we calle< auention to 
tbe tact that they provided for a system of cur- 
retey, banking avd basiness generally, based 
wholly on golo,and distinct irom the paper 
basis pow in use. Financial writers seem to be 
gradually awakening to the tmportaoce of the 
jact. Two kinos of gold notes are now auibor- 
ized (juse®as we have two kinds of currency 
on pap:r basis), the one the 
usual gold certificates, and the othertbe noes 
of the new gold banks. Vhere 1s no restriction 
upon either of these, while there 1s a restriction 
both upon the greenbacks and National Bapg 
notes. The new gold banks may issue gold notes 
witbeut limit on a pleoge o! United States bonds, 
the -ole condliion being (bat tbey shall hold a 
coin reserve of iwents-five per cent. This cur- 
rency thus assumes much the same character as 
the oid bank currency of New York, ano, so far 
as we can see at present, the gold besis will bave 
no more reality now than it had before the war. 
The business of these banks will obviously pot be 
in cold et all, as has been supposed, but after a 
time will run iptotbe same rut as that of all otber 
banks. As these is no limit, under the new ar- 
ravgement, for government gold certi®cates, and 
they count as gold, they #111 ne doubt constitute 
the bulk of the goid tn the vaults of the new 
bapks.
